you !” 
The bu llet hit the sentin el In the 
jaw. Kvacik plu n ged his bayon et into 
Reinfeld's heart. 
As he did so the 
pistol was discharged a second time 
The bu llet passed 
throu gh 
the 
brim of the prison er’s hat. He san k to 
the floor. The n egro chef gave

alarm an d Captain Melcher 
an d 
a 
gu ard arrived in less than a minu te. 
Reinfeld. still breathin g, was ta k ­ 
en to the regimen tal in firmary where 
he died in a few minu tes. 
Kvacik was removed to the base 
hospital, where it is said his wou nd 
is n ot dan gerou s.

Keep ing Dix o n Dry 
IN considering how they shou ld vote on the 
wet and dry qu estion on next Tu es- 
day the voters of D ixori 1 ownship may if 
they will, overlook the moral qu estion in­ 
volved, and the bu siness phase of it, and 
the dictates of their personal desires, and 
look only at the side of the qu estion which 
affects and is affected by the Avar, and they 
will find an argu ment in favor of keeping 
Dixon dry which, in itself, leaves no room 
ior dou bt. 
The national interests in this 
trying and critical time demand that no 
more territory be thrown open to the liqu or 
traffic. In fact, the national interest wou ld 
be better served if the whole nation were 
made bone dry. 


The government has stopped the manu ­ 
factu re of whiskey becau se the food su pply 
was endangered. That the federal au thori­ 
ties still permit the manu factu re of beer is 
du e to a desire on their part to compromise 
with the wets, and not to any belief that the 
manu factu re of beer is at all desirable. The 
order was not more sweeping becau se the 
government apparently did not desire to ap­ 
pear to be too severe nor radical. 


Bu t the manu factu re of beer takes food 
that wou ld otherwise feed hu ngry mou ths 
in America and the allied nations. 
And 
certainly this food is needed. 


If the war continu es long enou gh there 
will be one resu lt which is as certain as 
the passing of time—the starvation of the 
people of the earth. 
It need not affect 
America directly, becau se America is the 
sou rce of mu ch of the world’s food, bu t if 
ou r allies starve, they cannot help u s fight, 
and the less aid on the battle front that we 
get from ou r allies, the more men mu st be 
taken from the fields and factories to fight 
in their stead, and the worse will the food 
qu estion become right here at home. 


American boys in u niform are denied 
liqu or by law. The government considers 
that it is not good for them. 


Shou ld the people who stay at home spend 
their money and waste the food produ cts 
that are so greatly needed to help the sol­ 
diers win this war, while the fighters are 
denied it? 


Right now the barbarou s hordes of the 
German war lords are battering down the 
walls of civilization, and threatening the 
whole world with ru in. 
Shou ld they win 
in France, America will find that the war is 
not three thou sand miles away. What the 
fu tu re, the near fu tu re, holds for u s no 
one can tell, bu t America and the rest of 
the civilized world faces the most critical 
period since the dawn of time. Ju stice, hu ­ 
manity and the progress of Democracy of 
the centu ries hangs trembling in the bal­ 
ance. 
No small effort mu st be saved and 
no atom of weight mu st be withheld by the 
people of America if the war is to be won. 


The men who go to the front are offering 
their lives that Democracy may be saved. 
Are we in Dixon so lost in ou r sense of 
patriotic du ty, so blind to the nation’s need, 
so deaf to the appeal of su ffering hu manity, 
or so devoid of desire to back u p ou r boys 
in the trenches that we can tu rn back to 
the licensing of the sale of intoxicants in 
Dixon? We think not. 


It is the plain du ty of the voters of Dixon 
township, wet or dry, to forget the motives 
that might direct ou r votes on this qu estion 
in normal times. 
We mu st heed the de­ 
mands of war-time efficiency, economy and 
abstainu nce, and we mu st vote to KEEP 
DIXON DRY.
